Merger of the Lutheran Quarterly, 
a church magazine, published here, 
and edited by the Rev. Dr. A. R. 
Wentz, of the Lutheran Theological 
Seminary staff, and the Lutheran 
Review, 
published 
at

Airy 
Seminary, Philadelphia, was ordered 
after brisk debate at the bi-ennial 
meeting 
of 
the 
United 
Lutheran 
Church in America, now in session 
at Richmond, Virginia. 
On recommendation of the commit­ 
tee on church papers, the convention 
authorized the publication of a new 
monthly magazine “for pastors and 
all others interested in the life and 
work of the church in its broader as­ 
pects.” It also voted to continue pub­ 
lication of a weekly paper for mem­ 
bers of congregations. 
It rejected a

I hut a scientific theological quarterly 
of high grade be published as a “neces­ 
sary medium to cultivate Christian 
thought.” 
The Rev. Dr. Wentz and the R**v. 
Dr. 
H. Offerman, of 
Mount Airy 
.Seminary, approved the general idea 
of such a publication but questioned 
the WI Adorn of The church placing its 
official stamp upon it. 
Dr. Wentz 
feared that it would voice views which 
might cause “other bodies to call us 
down.” 
Brings Heated Debate 
Mention of the Lutheran Quarterly 
brought it under the fire of the Rev. 
C. S. Bream, cf Lincoln, Nebraska, a 
native of Gettysburg and graduate of 
the College and Seminary here, who 
regarded some of its editorial utter­ 
ances as intolerant. 
He harked back 
to the days when he was a boy and 
his father, Harvey Bream, of Gettys­ 
burg, used to read the old Lutheran 
Observer on Sunday m inings. 
“Not 
inff&juently/’ declared 
the 
speaker, “my father would fall asleep 
perusing its pages and I would pick 
up the paper and read it myself, en­ 
joying it greatly.” 
He went on to say that he had 
voiced strenuous protests against the 
objectionable editorial utterances but 
they always had fallen on barren 
ground. 
The Rev. Dr. E. B. Burgess, presi­ 
dent of the Pittsburgh Synod, pro­ 
voked applause when he declared that 
the Lutheran Quarterly was being 
conducted on a high plane and in no 
wise merited the criticism directed at 
it. 
$4,400,000 Budget Approved 
The convention adopted a budget 
of $4,400,000 for the ensuing bi­ 
ennium aftec rejecting amendments 
calling for a reduction of the oudget 
to $3,000,000 and 
an 
increase to 
$5,000,000. 
W. W. Doub, layman from Fred­ 
erick, who proposed increasing the 
amount, said 
that the convention 
ought to get away from thinking in 
small terms. 
Robert H. Bowe, New 
York, proposed a reduction and was 
rtrongly backed by 'William H. Hager, 
Lancaster. 
G. E. Neff, York, stood 
for an increase. 
$1,320,000 for Foreign Missions 
The amount agreed upon was that 
recommended by the executive board. 
Of this, $1,320,000 will go toward for­ 
eign missions. 
Several missionaries from foreign 
fields were heard, among them being 
the Rev, R. M. Dunkelberger, formerly 
of Gettysburg, who has been head of 
the Lutheran Church mission field in 
India for many years. 
There are 
5,000,000 Christians and 310,000,000 
non-Christians in India, the speaker 
said.

FARM CALENDAR 


Pick and Cure Seed Corn—Seed com 
cures best if picked in the field and 
hung up in a building where there is 
free circulation of air around each i 
ear. 
Be sure the corn is well cured 
before hard freezes come, say State 
College farm crops specialists. 
Good Feeding Pays—Feed dairy cows 
enough to get a paying flow of milk. 
Every cow needs a certain amount of 
feed to maintain her system. 
Feed 
above that amount goes for milk pro­ 
duction. 
Get a profitable yield from 
each cow by proper feeding. 
Divide Rhubarb this Fall-»If your 
rhubarb has been decreasing in yield 
with stalks getting smaller and the 
whole plant less vigorous, it may be 
time to divide the crowns.
